Ucu- 
try made the stallion record for pacers 
2 :() , and did so in a race: Directly 
tied t arlionate's record of 2:10. for 2- 
year-old tracers, made earlier in the 
week; Joe l’atclien paced the mile in 
2 :o». beating the stalliau record of 
2:05 V which held good until early in 
the day, when tie n try set the new 
mark and “sweet little Alia" trotted a 
second mile 2:o4,V the same week, 
which never before had been done. '

l>eat his own racord if 2:02 W.

CENSUS ABOUT COMPLETED 

Tile Work lias Item Hone in an t’nwsunllv 
Short IVriiMl 

Washington. Sept. 15. — The work 
of the eleventh census is about com- 
pleted, the work tin population and 
vital statistics being all that remains 
to be done. The portion of tlie work 
on population remaining uncompleted 
is that on occupations. The vital sta- 
tistics are made' up largely -from ttlc 
figures on population and have been 
held back on account of the work in 
the population division, thief Clerk 
Don noil thinks that in less than five 
months the work of the census will be 
completely closed aud the present 
force of ton employes reduced to forty 
or fifty at the outside. Those will be 
exjx-rts, who will have charge of tlie 
proofs from the printing office. An ad- 
ditional supplement to the compendium 
of the census is yet to lie issued. But 
while the ecu us work proper will 
thus lie finished in a few mouths, it 
may lie icveral years before the work 
of printing is all done and the com- 
plete work published. The complet ion 
of the work at so early a period is un- 
usual. and to Superintendent Wright's 
skill and experience in haudling stat- 
istics this is largely attributed.

Kv., 
one free telephone to the Fire Department 
of the City of Richmond, Kv.. the right to 
fasten wires and other necessary appara- 
tus for a fire alarm system, to the poles 
and cross arms of this grantee for the full 
period of the life ot this franchise. It is

I that this grantee or his assigns are to keep 
all the poles and cross arms in good repair 
for fire alarm wires, but said City is to 
erect and keep in repair all its wires and 
other apparatus. 

It is not to be construed, however, that 
this grantee is to erect any poles for fire 
alarm wires in addition to his necessary 
telephone poles. 

In consideration of the money paid and

Since the «me when Lewis and Clarke 
ascended the Missouri river in a row- I 
boat, occupying tho better part of the 
years 1801-2-3, equipped by the United 
States government for the purpose «if 
exploring the country along aud at tho ! 
source of the Missouri river, the stream i 
has become familiar as far as the head 
of navigation, Fort Benton, Mont. Be- ! 
yond that point says the New York J 
Evening l’ost, it is yet comparatively 
unknown. The actual headwater at 
the Missouri, or what should be known 
ns such had it been intelligently named, 
is De Lacy’s or Shoshone lake, in the 
National park. This lake, a consider- 
able body of water, is the source of the 
Madiwin river and forms with the river j 
the drainage outlet for most of the J 
waters of that portion of the National j 
park. The Gallatin, or left source of 
the Missouri, is formed by two streams i 
tlie East and West Gallatin, which 
unite about u mile above its junction J 
with the Missouri. The Madison and | 
the Gallatin ore both somewhat smaller 
than tlie Jefferson. Had Lewis and ! 
Clarke ascended the Madison instead of 
the Jefferson, which, being the larger 
stream, they naturally mistook for tho 
continuation of the Missouri, they 
would have discovered the famous 
geysers in Fire hole basin, Shoshone 
lake, and all the country which is now 
incorporated within the limits of the t 
National park.
